Lose 300 Men. | 
Tampa, Fla., Sept. 23.—Letters received 
today by prominent Cuban leaders here state 
that Sept. 10 a constitutional convention was 
held at Najasu at which Bartola Masso was 
elected President of the Cuban Repubiic; the 
Marquis of Senta Lucia, Minister of In- 
terior; Tomas Estrada Palma, Representa- 
tive of the Government in the Exterior; and 
Maximo Gomez, General-in-Chief. Some 
time ago, when the delegates were called, 
Santa Lucia was mentioned as President of 
the convention, and the impression prevailed 
that he was the destined constitutional Presi- 
dent. 

Masso was born sixty years ago at Mansi: 
nillo. He is highly connested and. thorough- 
ly educated. He left Manzanillo Feb, 24 
and was then considered as the head of the 
revolution in the eastern department. 

When this occurred Calleja sent a commit- 
tee of prominent autonomists and some chiefs 
of the former revolution todissuade him from 
action, but he was not pliable. The commit- 
tee went again, reinforced by ex-President 
Sportono, who during his term of office pub- 
lished a decree to put to death any person 
who should propose any alternative to com- 
plete Cuban independence. Masso received 
him. but learning his purpose of dissuasion 
told him to leave the camp immediately or 
his own decree would be enforced,

Documents Asking Congress to Accord 
Belligerent Rights Will Be Circulated. 
New York, Sept. 23.—Arrangements have 

been perfected here and in other large cities.

The report of the death of Amador Guerra, 
the insurgent leader, frequentiy denied by 
the patriots, is corroborated by the Cuban 
papers containing an account of his death by 
Emilio Gil, the Spanish soldier who killed 
him, as tollows: 

It was in the battle of Peralejo. By my side 
ten men fell, four wounded. six dead. As the 
firing was quite heavy, I took three of the corpses 
and viling tem one upon the other, formed a 
protective barricade. I kept my position there 
until the battle was won and the enemy fied. 

With three other soldiers, I then went to the 
enemg’s camp.

Reported Loss of 300 Spaniards, 

News of a battle in which the Sparish were 
defeated by the Cubans and lost 300 was re- 
ceived here today by President Palma. It 
came iu a letter written Sept. 14 by Pedro 
Rovira, a Spanish private who deserted to the 
Cuban ranks at Pera Lego, when Campos 
was defeated. 

Advices written later than this but received 
sooner say that in a later engagement Rovira 
was captured by the Spanish, court-martialed, 
and sentenced to receive 400 lashes and to be 
shot. The sentence was carried out, while 
Rovira was shouting for Cuban liberty. The 
Spaniards were greatly incensed against him, 
as he had killed three of their men before be- 
ing captured. 

Rovira’s letter says all Santiago 10 incensed 
against the Spaniurds and then goes on to de- 
scribe a hard fought battle: 

A man who was sick in the insurgent hospital 
at Casimbra escaped to Guantanin, in August, 
and told the Spaniards that Gen. José Maceo was 
lying ill there with only thirty men about him. 
Aug. 13 Maceo heard that a corps of 1,200 men, 


‘constituting a battalion of infantry, a squadron 


of cavalry, and two pieces of artillery, were 
marching on him. Maceo mounted his horse and 
from the Mountain of Santa Maria viewed the 
enemy's position. He ordered eight of his men 
to keep up firing from an ambuscade to deceive 
the Spanish. and meanwhile had word sent to 
his brother, Gen. Antonio Maceo, 

Aug. 31, Gen. José Maceo, with his few men, 
fortified a plantation house near the hospital. 
He wished to guard the right side of the road 
leading to Baccalano skirting the hospital. The 
Spanish were slowly closing in on him when Gen. 
Cebreco and a Cuban columt came to his relief 
and made the enemy evacuate their position. 

A hot engagement followed. The Spanish re- 
gained their position, but were unable to hold it. 
Gen. Antonio Maceo suddenly appeared, and with 
Cebreco and Col. Mieuninit succeeded in wrest- 
ing it from Canalle and Garrito. The Spaniards 
now made a brilliant charge, and for the third 
time managed to secure the position, but in the 
engagement the Spanish Captain of artillery was 
mortally wounded and they slowly withdrew, 
the Cubans fighting them back. 

Spaniards in Full Retreat. 

This battle lasted from 5 o'clock in the 
morning until 1 in the afternoon, It was re- 
sumed in the early afternoon, and Rovira de- 
scribes it as follows: 

Gen. Antonio Maceogleverly turned the Span- 
ish column and gained the pass of Baccalano. He 
then massed bis troops before the Spanish van- 

guard, while Gen. Joss Maceo got his men in the 
rear. 

A desperate encounter ensued. It raged until 
9 o'clock at night, when it was discontinued un- 
til the dawn of the next day, Sept. 2. The Span- 
iards bégan to retreat until they reached the 
Igubanabano field, where they were able to use 
their cavairy, which wags impossible the 
mountains of Santa Maria.

WOUNDED HORSE NEAKLYCAUSES A RIOT 


Owner Refuses to Let It Be Shot and a 
Crowd Gets Angry. 

Oscar Linghorn, No. 652 Van Horn street, 
an expressman, was crossing the Burlington 
tracks at Loomis street last evening, when his 
wagon was struck by a ien engine and de- 
molished. 

He was thrown out and slightly brui and 
the horse had two ribs broken. Policeman 
Schoemaker went to the scene and was busy 
getting material for a report to his superiors, 
while a. crowd gathered about the prostrate 
horse, which was bleeding from several 
wounds, one of which was in its side, where 
the ends of the broken ribs protruded. 

The policeman was making preparations to 
shoot the animal when a claim agent of the 
Burlington road came up and demanded that 
the horse be left alone, as the road would not 

pay for it if it was shot. Upon hearmg this 
Linghorn changed his mind and refused to 
have the horse put out of its misery. 

The crowd at this became demonstrative, 
and demanded of Schoemaker that he do his 
duty and shoot the horse. 

The policeman asked his superiors for in- 
struction aud was told that if Linghorn did 
not want the horse killed not to shoot it.. 

Finally the expresginan and the policeman 
got the mutilated animal to the barn. four 
blocks away, where they were followed by 
an infuriated crowd who demanded that the 
horse be killed. Several of the crowd ealled 


in a veterinary surgeon, who gave it as his 


opinion that the horse’s wounds were of such

According to this table the aggregate amount 
of the ciass of moneys above described listed in 
Cook County for taxation in 1894 was only $43,- 
925. The undervaiuation is obvious. It is in 
the highest degree absurd to suppose the 
banks, bankers, brokers, and stock-jobbers of a 
county comprising the commercial metropolis of 
the whole Western country, even though national 
banks be excluded from consideration, carry on 
their operations with less than fifty thousand 
dollars ($48,925), inclusive off money on hand 
and in transit and of checks and other cash 
memoranda and funds subject to draft. 
Nor is the undervaluation wholly a matter of 
suspicion. It may be inferred from the compari- 
son of Cook County returns with those from 
forty selected counties made in Table 2: .

SELLING LIQUOR WITHOUT LICENSE, 


Forty-four Charges Against Eugene Rick- 
etts by Englewood Church Union. 

The Englewood Church Union and Citt- 
zens’ . Protective Association appeared 
through Attorney J. W. Burdette in Justice 
Martin’s court yesterday to see to its inter- 
ests in the case of Eugene Ricketts, arrested 
on twenty-two State and twenty-two city 
charges of selling liquor without a licensc. 
This means the t#vival of the prosecution 
institated last spring against the defendant 
in Justice Quinn’s court, which was dropped 


on intimation of better behavior on the part 


of Ricketts. The latter, it is said, was bar- 
tender for H. O. Wilson, also arrested last 
spring and fined. Wilson, it is said, kept a 
“little back room” at No. 6211 Wentworth 
avenue, where liquors were sold. 

Recently, however, the church union has 
been led to believe the rear room was again 
being used for the sale of liquors, and new 
warrants were sworn out. 

In the State cases Ricketts waived exami- 
nation and was held to the Criminal Court. 
The day for the hearing of the city charges 
bas not been fixed. 

Justice Martin, imposing the lowest bond 
possible in the forty-four cases, fixed the 
bond at $11,000. At a late hour last night 
Ricketts was unable to give bail.

CHARGES AIX 
Karel Kvitek Arrested on Complaint of Ren- 
resentative Walleck. 

Karel Kvitek, former proprietor of a drug 
store at Bighteenth and Throop streets, has 
been arrested on a warrant from Justice 
Everett’s court on the charge of perjury, 
the complainant being Representative C. R. 
Walleck. 

The charge grows out of an old case in 
which défendant was a witness.

MYSTERIOUS ORDERS. 


Somebody, Not Clearly Made Known, Irri- 
tates City Fathers by Sending Notices 
to Property-Owners Threatening Fines 
Uniess Concrete Was Substituted for 
Plank Walke«A@air Ends in a General 
Squabble — Miscellaneous Business Is 
Passed Through the Mill Rapidly. 


Notices sent to property-owners ordering 
concrete walks substituted for plank were 
the cause of a flurry and some strong talk 
in the Council meeting last night. Ald. 
Mann started the trouble by introducing an 
order asking the Commissioner of Public 
Works to report by what authority the 
Superintendent of Sidewalks was sending 
notices to property-owners calling their at- 
tention to sidewalks out of repair and in- 
forming them that unless a concrete walk 
was substituted for the plank walk in front 
of their premises in ten days that they would 
be fined, when the Council had not passed an 
ordinance for a concrete walk. 

Ald. Mann said a number of property- 
owners in his ward had received such no- 
tices, and he read one of them in the 
Council. 

Ald. Judah suggested that the notices were 
probably forgeries, and Mayor Swift said 
there was no question but the Commissioner 
of Public Works would have furnished the 
Alderman the information had he been 
asked to do so. This stirred up Ald. Manr, 
and he said he had written a letter to the de- 
partment and received a reply that no such 
notices were sent out. The Mayor said it 
seemed to be a question of veracity between 
the Alderman and the Superintendent of 
Sidewalks, to which the Thirty-second Ward 
Alderman replied that he would take up the 
question of veracity at any time. 

Ald. Judah “dipped in'“ again. He said: 
“The Council has had considerable patience 
in hearing about the boils and sores of our 
neighbor. I cannot understand why the time 
of the Council should be taken up with such 
matters and I think that the gentleman, 
when he brings in such a notice, should take 
the pains to explain more about it. No one

Will Only Defend Members. 


Every dealer who wants protection will have 
to become a member of: the associntion and 
agree to abide by its ruies and reguiations, 
and it is intended, too, that every man having 
a license shall join the organization if he 
wauts todo business, so that it can keep track 
of him. As a member he can be forced to 
sell good milk and at a standard scale of 
prices. They promise to drive out of busi- 
ness every man who is caught selling impure 
milk or cutting prices. 

It wag said, furthermore, the association in- 
tends, under the State law, to get after the 
big daitymen and see they live up to the pro- 
visions of the ordinance, Arrangements are 
M — now with a detective agency to 
watch them. : 

It is said no cases have been brought 
au inst peddlers who sell milk at the rate of 
two quarts for five ceuts throughout the poor- 
er districts of the city and where the death 
rate among babies is the greatest. It is in- 
tendod these dealers shali be driven out of 
the business. Dealers say no man can sell 
good milk for less than five or six cents a 
quart. — 

Instead of a clean sweep, as was expected, 
being made in Justice Everett's court yester- 
day all cases were continued to Oet. 1. Prof. 
Kennieptt reported the examination of four- 
teen saimpies of milk taken by inspectors, 
and all were up to grade.

BUILT A NEST OF WIRE CLOCK SPRINGS. 


Strange Freak of Birds Near a Swiss Fac- 
tery. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: A very remarkable 
thing in the way of bird’s nests is preserved 
in the Museum of National History at So- 
leure, in Switzerland, whither it was brought 
by one M. Rudolph Rueder. It is a nest 
made entirely of steel. 

There are a number of clockmaking shops 
at Soleure, and in the windows of these shops 
there are often found lying disused or brok- 
en springs of clocks. 

Early last summer M. Rueder, one of these 
clockmakers, noticed a bird’s nest of peculiar 
appearance in a tree in his yard. He ex- 
amined it and found that a pair of wag-tails 
had built a nest of entirely of clock springs, 
which they had picked up here and there 
about the village. The nest was more than 
four inches across, and a perfectly comfort- 
able one for the birds. 

After the feathered architects had reared 
their brood M. Rueder presented the nest to 
the museum of the town, where it is pre- 
served as a striking illustration of the skill 
of birds in turning their surroundings to ad- 
vantage in building their nests. ' 

Probably next year the birds will build an- 
other steel nest, and unless the clockmakers 
of Soleure guard their springs more closcly 
steel nests will not be so much of a curiosity 
as is this first one.

A watch was set and the result was 
that six sellers and takers of tickets were 
quietiy called before members of the board 
and were closely questioned, their guilt being 
assured asa matter of fact. They were es-

The total paid admissions reported is 64,- 
465, While transportation companies report 
nearly 85,000 round-trip tickets to the fair 
from Omaha, to say nothing of the peopie 
from country towns. The discrepancy is 
over 30,000 admissions, or over $15,000. 

No arrests have been made, but are ex- 
pected within the next day or two. 


ENGINEER AND FIREMAN ARE KILLED. 


Found Dead Under the Locomotive After It 
Had Jumped the Track. 

Peoria, III., Sept. 23.—[Special.]—James 
Dillon, engineer, and William Brown, fire- 
man of engine No. 7 of the Toledo, Peoria 
and Western work train, lost their lives to- 
day in an accident, the details of which will 
probably never be known. 

The regular Chicago passenger on the 
Toledo, Peoria and Western left here shortly 
after noon, and when within two and a half 
miles of Washington, a small station twelve 
miles from here, discovered the engine up- 
side down and the men dead underneath. 
The train had been busy in the vicinity of 
Farmdale, and at noon the engine was un- 
coupled and run to Washington for water. 
It was on the return trip that the accident 
occurred, The rails are presumed to have 
spread. 

The engine went off on one side, killing 
the engineer, and the tender on the other, 
killing the fireman, both of whom had 
jumped. The engine was badly demolished 
and travel was obstructed for some hours. 
Both men lived here. Dillon leaves a widow 
and four small children and Brown a widow 
and two children. Coroner Bailey of Tazc- 
well County held the inquest this afternoon 
and compelled the railroad company to bring 
the bodies back from Washington, where 
they had been taken. 


STUMBLE ACROSS AN OPIUM ODEN. 


Police Search for Bicycle Thieves and 
Find Other Offenders,

CHARGED WITH RUINING AN ESTATE. 


D. J. Hubbard Said to Have Mismanaged 
the Property Left by John DuBreuil. 

A peti tion was filed in the Probate Court 
yesterday asking for the removal of Daniel J. 
Hubbard, administrator of the estate of John 
L. Du Breuii, and an investigation into his 
management of the estate. The petitioners 
are William E. and Eiward DuBreuil and 
Mattie Garceau, who are ‘he heirs. They 
charge that not over $85,000 remains out of 
property of an approximated value of 500, 
000. John L. Du Breuil died April 19, 1891, 
leaving E.:izabeth Du Breuil, his widqw, who 
was appointed administratrix. Hubbard was 
appainted cvadministrator, Mrs. Du Breuil 
died Sept. 16. 1892, and since that time Hub- 
bard has had full charge. It is claimed that 
100,000 from the per- 
sonal estate and has disposed of over 5200, 
000 of real property, and that, not withstand- 
ing this, he says the estate is insolvent. The 
charge is made that Hubbard has not pro- 
tected the real estate in a proper manner, but 
has allowed much of it to be sold in foreclos- 
ure suits for one-third of its value. It is also 
claimed Hubbard has kept money belonging 
to the estate in the bank and has drawn in- 


terest upon it. 


AGAINST THE GRAHAM COTTON MILLS. 


Two Suits for Large Amounts Instituted 
Against.a Rockford, III., Concerh. 

Rockford, III., Sept. 23.—[{Special.]—Suits 
aggregating over $200,000 against the Gra- 
ham Cotton Mill company were begun to- 
day. Mrs. G. A. Sanford, administratrix 
of the estate of G. A. Sanford, brought suit 
for $155,000. Graham Bros. brought suit 
against the company for $50,000. The suit 
of the Sanford estate is based partly upon 
borrowed money and partly upon indorse- 
ment. 

This suit indicates that there is a failure 
of considerable dimensions coming. The 
Graham cotton mills was backed by the 
late G. A. Sanford and the late Dr. R. P. 
Lane from the beginning. When it was 
transfermed into a stock company a consid- 
erable share of the stock passed into their 
hands. It is understood that Mr. Sanford 
held one-third of the stock, Dr. Lane one- 
third, and the Grahams the balance. 

Now that Dr. Lane and Mr. Sanford are 
both dead matters can be staved off no 


longer and there. is to be a general clearing 


up all around. It is rumored this evening 
that an assignment may be made.

Streets Are No Cleaner There and Much 


More Money Is Expended on Then 
City Debt Is Far Greater than Here 


Underground Trolley, However, Is a 
Demonstrated Saccess. 

Mayor Swift returned from the Hast yes- 
terday, where he spent his summer vacation, 
greatly benefited by the few weeks’ rest on 
the Maine coast, and with his head full of 
ideas regarding municipal affairs, which he 
picked up in Boston and during a short stay 
in New York. He has no idea, however, of 


applying any of “Teddy” Roosevelt’¢; fads 


to municipal affairs here, although he seems 
to have studied with considerable interest 
both sides of the situation in New York. 
He seems to think that a middle-of-the-road 
policy would be a pretty good course to fol- 
low in New Tork, and it is his impression 
that some of the men who are now backing 
the distinguished Police Commissioner in 
his enforcement of the excise laws will 
think it’s a horse of another color when he 
begins to enforce certain other latent meas- 
ures on New York’s statute books. 

The Mayor came in on an early morning 
train, and, after taking his family to his 
Loomis street residence, went to his office 
in the City Hall an& was ready for business. 
During the day he saw most of his heads of 
departments and transacted considerable 


business. 

There is one thing Mr. Swift saw in New 
York which seems to have left a lasting im- 
pression on his mind, and which may not be 
pleasant news for the street car companies 
operating trolley lines. Wéth the exception 
of the ordinance recently passed giving the 
Chicago City railroad company the right to 
put a trolley in Clark street as far north as 
Adams, and possibly one or two other lines, 
the ordinances under which they are operat- 
ing provides that the companies shall change 
their system of operating to a more improved 
plan .when, in the judgment of the Council, 
one Has been discovered. Mayor Swift made 
a thorough study in New York of the elec+ 
tric conduit system for operating street cars 
and he seems convinced that it is a success. 


Underground System a Success. 

In speaking about the matter yesterday he 
said: | 

spent some time looking into the under- 
ground electric system by which the Lenox 
avenue line is operated from One Hundred 
and Fourth to One Hundred and Forty-sixth 
street. I first took a ride over the line and 
picked up what I could from the conductors 
and operators on the cars, and then I visited 
the engineers representing the contractors 
who built the road. After I had obtained 
what information I could from them I saw 
the officials of the railroad company and 
had a long talk with their engineer. I can- 
not see why the plan is not practicable. 
It is operated so well there that the com- 
pany is already preparing to make an ex- 
tension. The railroad people told me that 
it could be operated for 25 per cent less than 
the cable system. This, however, is consid- 
erably more than the cost to operate the 
trolley line, which, as I understand, costs 
one-eighth as much. Of course this does not 
take into consideration the trouble and the 
accidents occasioned by the trolley cars. It 
is true the line hat not been operated during 
the winter months, but the company’s offi- 
cials do not think they will have trouble, 
and have made such preparations for draw- 
backs that they can anticipate. I asked 
the engineers particularly if the trolley 
could be used up to a certain point and then 
the underground system put in without caus- 
ing delay. They informed me this could 
be done, that the cars could be so construct- 


ed as to be operated by both systenis, and 


the change from the overhead wire to the 
conduit need not cause a second’s delay. 
I cannot see why the Chicago City railroad 
could not put the conduit system in north 
of Adams street, as 1 understand an or- 
dinance has been introduced asking for an 
extension of the proposed trolley line to 
Washington street. 


Chicago Bears Comparison, 

J spent a good deal of my time in New 
York going through the departments and 
ascertaining the cost of improvement, I do 
not think New York City gets as good re- 
sults as we do. What I mean is, that for a 
much larger expenditure they do not get a 
result that is proportionately greater than 
we obtain here. For instance, the Board of 
Estimates has asked for $3,185,000 for street 
cleaning this year. Last year they spent 
$2,300,000 in keeping their streets clean, and 
I find that when one gets off Broadway, 
Fifth avenue, Madison avenue, and possibly 
one or two other of the principal thorough- 
fares, the streets are not much if they are 
any cleaner than ours, In New York all of 
the streets are paved; they have less than 
400 miles of improved streets, while we have 
1,400 miles, and the amount of money we ex- 
pend in keeping them clean is a small amount 
when compared with the amount of money 
they spend. The property-owner in New 
York only pays the original assessment for 
improving a street; after that the cost is 
general. When the pavement is worn out 
the street is repaved from a fund created by 
the sale of bonds. The city is allowed to 
issue bonds to the amount of $1,000,000 a year 
for street-paving purposes, and an indebt- 
edness of $6,000,000 has already been created 


in this way. New York’s bonded indebted- 


ness is $111,000,000, and its total indebted- 
ness is $160,000,000. It pays annually some- 
thing like $5,000,000 in interest. Our bonded 
indebtedness is only $18,000,000, and our 
total indebtedness about $25,000,000. I find 
that they have 1 of the same troubles 
that we have here, but in a number of re- 
spects we are ahead of New York. Our 
water costs us less money, we pay less for 
gas, and our electric lighting is cheaper. 
Their Police Department costs them about 


$5,000,000 a year for salaries, and their Fire 


Department is not to be compared. with 
ours.“ ö 

Mayor Swift made a number of other com- 
parisons and discussed other features of 
New York’s government. He said he re- 
gretted he had not the figures with him 
which he had compiled showing the outlay 
in improvements, and various other points 
of interest, but he seems to have made the 
best of his stay in New York.

FRANCE AND GERMANY ARE ALERT. 


Resting on Their Arms but Ready for War 
: at Any Moment. 


Paris, Sept. 9.—[Special Correspondence 
Chicago Evening Journal.] —Frauce and Ger- 
many are sleeping on their arms. Peace 
reigns over them just now, but it is a nominal 
bende only. There is nothing hearty, nothing 
cordial, nothing generous aboutdt. An armed 


Each 
country is watching the other with ite keenest 
eyes. No move of one observable dy politi- 
cians, army officers, diplomatists, and spies 
escapes the knowledge of the other. The 


of destruction by one is followed promptly by 
its adoption by the other. Both armies are 
equipped with everything to be suggested by 
trained and acute military minds and ample 
means, And both armies are ready to tuke 
the field at a moment’s notice: But one thing 
can prevent the conflict which is brewify. 
But one thing can rob the bloodthirsty of the 
sight of a more awful war than the world has 
ever seen. — 

The only difference between the feelings of 
the two countries is thie— France is alert lor 
an opening, an exhibition of weakness in 
Germany. Germany is on the defensive, 
content to let ie ge be bygones, but de- 
termined not to caught napping. If 
France believed today that she could thrash 
Germany and regain Alsace and Lorraine, 
war would be declared at once. The one 
thing referred to as the only possible pre- 
ventive is the return of the two provinces to 
France for a large money consideration. Till 
that is done—there is no perceptible sign of 
its being done—the present condition will 
continue and merge finally into war. 

Such is the impression made on me after a 
trip through both countries and many inter- 
views with the two peopies in their various 
classes. I have always been interested in the 
subject, without caring which nation should 
prove victorious. I was, therefore, in an im- 
partial mood, desirous of learning the truth 
only. The feeling in France is one of bitter 
hatred for Germany. In Alsace and Lorraine 
this hatred is at white heat. The continued 
presence of soldiers in their streets, not from 
the provinces, but from Northeastern Prussia, 
is the fuel which keeps this hatred at white 
heat. To say that the feeling against the Ger- 
mans is fading away in these two provinces 
is the veriest twaddle. The looks on the faces 
of.the people as the German soldiers march 
daily throvgh the streets were proof enough 
that this hatred is still alive. 

Why. even the cafés are in many places di- 
vided, one part being reserved for the Ger- 
man soldiers and their sympathizers, the oth- 
er part for the French. And signs are in 
some cafés showing two rates of prices, the 
higher being lor the soldiers, Since the war 
anew generation has sprung up. Does it 
hate Germany less? It hates it more, with 
the enthusiasm of youth. The children are, 
by the Emperor’s order, taught in Germen in 
the public séhools. The use of French is not 

rmitted, But they are taught in French at 

ome, and the result is, in many instances, a 
funny blending of both tongues during con- 
versation. : 

The sum of my interview with the people 
of both countries, both’ in the small towns 
and the large, may be compre-sed into the 
following utterances of a prominent German 
banker whom I met on my way from Frank- 
fort to Hamburg. He said: 

There will be war as soon as France 
thinks herself able to whip us, but not before. 
We do not want to fight. We are content 
with our triumph. But we shall continue to 
keep ready to fight. It war were declared to- 
day we could in less than a fortnight put 
3,000,000 men iu the field, all armed and 
well drilled. Itimposesa heavy burden on 
the taxpayers, And though the German pop- 
ulation is increasing and the French standing 
still, tne taxes are harder to bear for tne Ger- 
mans, because France ise naturaily the richer 
country. France fears to attack us now. 
She does not want another drubbing. And 
so she will wait until she thinks she has us t 
a disadvantage. It all comes from not fol- 
lowing Bismarck’s advice. He urged that we 
impose as large a money penalty as we 
pleased on Fiance, but take no territory.

THRIFTY JEWS ADMITTED TO RUSSIA, 


Muscovite Foreign Office Says the Laws 
Are Based Upon Self- Protection. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—The Depart- 
ment of State today received through Min- 
ister Breckinridge a note from Prince Lo- 
banow of the Russian Foreign Office. bearing 
upon the admission of foreign Jews into 
Russia, together with a transiatinn of the 
Russian laws upon the subject. These laws 
are furnished in response to a request from 
Mr. Breckinridge because of the refusal of 
the Russian Consul at New York to visé the 
passports of American citizens of Jewish de- 


scent. 
In his note Prince Lobanow refers to the 
restrictions against the entrance of Jews into 
Russian territory and claims that they are far 
from implying an absolute interdiction, 
“They have their sources,“ he says, in 
considerations of. a kind essentiaily adminis- 
trative and economic. The imperial govern. 
ment. having already many millions of Jes. 
ish subjects, only admits their congeners of 
foreign allegiance when they seem to present 
a guarantee that they will not me a 
chargé upon and a parasitic element in the 
State, but will be able on the contrary to be 
useful, in the internal development of the 
country.

CORBETT’S AND BRADY’S IDEAS OF. 
HONEST REFEREEING. 


Reasons of the Champion and His Partner 
for Objecting to Certain Men May Com- 
pel Them to Pull Off the Fight Without 
a Referee=Jim’s Thin Skin and Brady’s 
“Sure Thing” Methods Are Evidenced 
Too Plainly to Fool Men ‘Who Are 

Watching the Game, 

Who, according to Bill Brady’s and Jim 
Corbett’s ideas of honesty, is fair minded 
enough to referee a fight to their satisfaction? 
This is a question that is keeping everybody 
guéssing throughout the country at present. 
Not only are those who follow pugilism or 
who intend being at the ring side pondermg 
over the question, but it ie puzzling everybody 
who bas heard of Brady’s teasons for objevt- 


ing to certain men. 

Brady is looking out for his oon and Cor- 
bett's interests in the coming fight and for 
those reasons has a perfect right to reject any 
man named for the position. If Tank“ 
Sullivan, who, unfortunately, failed to say 
pleasant things to Corbe:t in a der- 
tain letter he wrote the champion, 
does not suit Brady all the latter has to 
do is to say, We don’t want him,’ 
If I, who have repeatedly criticised Corbett— 
and rightfully, too, lam pleased to state—am | 
obnoxious to him as areferee he can drop | 
my name from the list without hearing any | 
compluints from me. Brady says. We want 
none but an honest and square man to referee | 
this fight. Judgimg from his objections to 
some of the men named for the position, his 
ideas as to what constitutes an honest or 
square man are extremely limited, Does 
it necessarily follow that if a man 
writes a sarcastic letter to another, or if 
a sporting writer criticises the doings of a 

ugilist, he is dishonest? If these are 

rady’s ideas, then honest business-men are 
scarce and every sporting chronicier.in Amer- 
ica is dishonest. 

One would judge from the manner in which 
Brady and Corbett are trying to manipulate 
this referee business that they are not looking 
for an even break, but instead are figuring 
on getting a shade the better of it. Is it possi- 
ble they believe Fitzssinmons a hard nut to 
crack and are planning to win on technical 
points should any present itself? 

Have they still in mind how easily Corbett 
could have lost his battle with Mitcheil, on 
not only techuicai points, but on deliberate 
fouls, had the referee done his duty? If that 
is still on their minds then 1 do not blame 
them for objecting to some of the men named 
as possible referees. The country 1s over- 
loaded with honest men who understand the 
Queensberry rules, and who value their repu- 
tations more than the amount of money Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons are going to battle for.

GOV. CULBERSON’S PLAN OF ATTACK.

THIS IS TRULY A PUBLIC INSTITUION. 


British Museam Used by 200,000 People 
Last Year. 

Boston Transcript: The annual report of 
the British Museum is not without interest 
even in America. 

Over 200,000 persons used the great na- 
tional library for reading purposes during 
the year. This applies to books alone. Quite 
16,000 mere resorted to the place for the 
perusal of newspapers, ancient and modern, 
British and foreign. These figurés are far 
ahead of those of 1893, when there were 
124,102 readers of books and 14,747 of news- 
papers. Auditions are constantly being 
made to the museum. The collection. was 
augmented by 45,942 volumes, 2,168 broad- 
sides, 175,000 English newspapers, 20,913 
foreign newspapers, 100 bound volumes of 
foreign journals, making a total of 315,006. 
The books supplied to readers numbered 
1,396,000. On one Saturday 800 patronized 
the reading, only seating room for half that 
number being provided. 

The span of the dome is surpassed in only 
One other building in the world, that of the 
Pantheon at Rome. Sixty thousand. vol- 
umes are stored away in the reading room, 
and the entire library contains upwards of 
2,000,000 works. These are deposited in 
6,000 presses and upon shelves, thirty miles 
in length.

South Side Feeder. 


Under these instructions one preliminary 
survey for a possible South Side feeder has 
been made, and others will follow. Chief

eighth and Forty-second streets and will take 
& westward course in as nearly a straight line 
as possible to the east end of the South 
Branch of the Chicago River, or, rather, the 
Stock- Yards sewer, at Halsted street. The 
first survey made followed porte closely the 
cross-town right of way of the [illinois Cen- 
tral tracks on Fortieth street and embraced a 
strip of land 300 feet in width on both sides 
of the track.

The expense may be such it may be found 
impracticable to build this feeder.

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RAP AT THE CHURCH. 


THE REV. W. E. M’LENNAN SAYS 
‘ THEY DO NOT DO THEIR DUTY. 


Stirs Up Much Discussion in the Methodist 
Ministers’ Meeting by an Addrees in 
Which He Says the Residents of Some 
Parts of This City Are as Neglected 
Spiritually as Though They Were in 
the South Sea Islands=Woman Objects 
to. His Remarks on Debs. 


The Rev. W. E. McLennan of Berwyn cre- 
ated a discussion at the Methodist ministers’ 
meeting yesterday witha paper on ‘*Chica- 
go’a Call to the Church.“ Behind the speak- 
er was stretched a huge map of Chicago with 
twenty-eight of the municipal wards defined 
and black spots designating the churches. 

As to twenty-four wards Mr. McLennan ex- 
hibited-the following table, showing the num- 
ber of Protestant churches to the population:

As Mr. McLennan made a scathing de- 
nunciation of Debs an elderly woman in- 
dulged in a slight hiss and at once moved to- 
ward the door.

Eighth Ward Practically Deserted. 

The speaker drew a graphic portrait of the 
Eighth Ward as practically an abandoned 
territory. With a total population of 42,038, 
of whom 21,837 were Americans, there were 
only two Protestant churches—one rman 
er ono a Bohemian mission. The speaker 
said ; 

For the English-speaking portion of the 
ward there is not one church or mission, and 
the Protestant churches there might as well 
be oatside the ward, for they are on its very 
border. Imagine a city of 42,000 inhab- 
itants in this county with only three churches, 
in not one of which can a service be heard in 
the English tongue! Weresuch a city dis- 
covered in the United States or in any En- 
glish-speaking country of the world with what 
eloquence would we plead for men and 
money to evangelize the needy field. But 
here at our doors are 42,000 people, most of 
whom speak our language, more than half of 
whom have been born on our own soil, and 
they are as abandoned as though they were in 
the heart of China.“ 

Then, after referring to the sparse number 
of Protestant churches in sium wards and the 
crying neei of more practical and less sec- 
tarian Christianity, he said: 

The excuse which does service on all oc- 
casions by way of apology for the conditions 
named is that thé people of these abandoned 
wards are not sending ue invitations on per- 
fumed puper to come to their relief, That 
excuse has already been discussed. The sec- 
ond alleged reason for negiect is that these 
wards are inhabited by toreigners; for ex- 
ample, the 22,000 American-born people in 
the Eighth Ward are, for the most part, the 
children of foreigners and are practically 
foreigners themselves. The first part of the 
above is doubtless true; the second I emphat- 
ically deny. Consider for a moment the 
fact that the foreign-born pareuts of these 
American born children have come to this 
country to make it their home. Naturally 
they learn to love the land that gives them 
opportunity to earn their bread. As soon as 
children are born to them on this soil they 
are bound to the country by ties which it 
wou'd be against human nature to disregard. 
Of course, they will, for a time, speak the 
language of their native land and love to 
think of the home of their childhood. But 
graduaily, surely, they become Americanized. 

Are Ready for Church Work: 

It that is true of the foreign-born parent 
how much more ie it true of his children, 
born under the American flag. They early 
learn English. They learn itso rapidly the 
parents compluin they will not speak the old 
tongue. My association with many kinds and 
classes has convinced me the main 
sin. this country will have to 
answer for is our ungenerous; un- 
just, and therefore unchristian opposition to 
foreigners. It is dictated, not by reason, but 
by prejudice. Persons whose sole claim to 
respect is their agility in waving the flag stand 
like the rmgmaster in the circus, and, using 
the flag as a whip, crack it over our heads, de- 
manding we dance to their music. Their one 
cry is America for the Americans,’ 
seem to forget that in the great civil war tne 
German, the Scandinavian, the [rishman, with 
their foreign brothers, stood shoulder to 
shoulder with the American-born to defeat 
secession and save the Union. And this very

CALL HIM PERJURER. 


JOHN MILLER HELD’ BY JUDGE 
‘PAYNE'ON HIS CHARGE, 


He Is Said to Be One of a Famous Clique 


Schemes Robert I. Burchell’s Name 
Used Extensively by the Men in the 
Game<—Other Names of Wealthy Men 
Said to Have Been Manipulated by the 
Alleged Conspirators. 


John Miller is charged with perjury in 
connection with the signing of a bail bond in 
Judge Payne’s court. Miller is said to have 
committed the crime in swearing to the own- 
ership of certain property while securing the 
release of one John Riley, accused of lar- 
ceny. 

For six weeks State’s-Attorney Kern and 
Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum have 
been anxiously looking for Miller. Yester- 
day Deputy Sheriff Morrison found him and 
took him before Judge Payne, who held Mu- 
ler for examination next Monday on charges 
of contempt of court and perjury in bonds of 
$5,000. In default he went to jail. 

When Miller signed Riley’s bond, over two 
months ago, he represented himself, it is as- 
serted, as Robert L. Burchell, a prominent 
citizen of Erie, III. He described certain 
real estate in Chicago which Mr. Burchell 
owns and swore, it is said, to the schedule 
before Judge Payne. Riley was released on 
a $1,500 bond. When the bond was declared 
forfeited it was alleged that the real Robert 
L. Burchell had never signed it. 

Investigation of the case has revealed, itis 
said, that John Miller was, up to the time 
that B. F. Close was convicted and sent to 


the penitentigry, a partner of Close in the. 


matter of signing fraudulent bonds. 


1 dees Are Clever Impersonators. 

ssistant State’s-Attorney Bottum said 
last night that Miller and Close were two of 
the smoothest “‘straw bailers“ the State’s- 
Attorney’s office has encountered in years, 
Miller in his operations personated Robert 
L. 1 and Close represented himself as 
Andfew S. Hall, a former well-to-do Chica- 
M. now living on Cherry street, Tole- 

o, O. : 

The record of forfeited bonds in the State’s- 
Attorney’s office shows Miller and Close, 
supposed to be operating under the names 
of Andrew S. Hall and Robert L. Burchell, 
signed numerous bonds last year and the 
early. part of the present year.. They are 
said to have helped out a number of bucket- 
— 59 men when the latter were indicted last 
spring. 

Both of them signed the bond of Morris 
Martin, accused of operating, unlawfully, a 
commission and brokerage business. This 
bond was given Dec. 3, 1894, and was for 
$1,000, and was forfeited March 8, 1895. Peter 
Wolf, accused of operating a bucket-shop, 


secured the fictitious Messrs. Burchell and 


Hall to sign his bond for $1,000. This was 
forfeited May 7 of the present year. 
Six Bonds of straw. 

In the case of the people against L. F. 
Nichols and others accused of operating a 
bucket shop, there were six bonds of $800 
each. Close and Miller, supposedly repre- 
senting themselves as Hall and Burchell, 
signed these bonds on Nov. 17, 1894. May 
7, 1895, they were forfeited and judgment 
ordered of each bond. They also signed a 
bond for one Edward S. Harris, the amount 
being $1,000. Harris was accused of keep- 
ing a bucket shop. When his case was 
called the bond was forfeited. It was dur- 
ing an effort to collect these forfeited bonds 
that State’s-Attorney Kern and Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Bottum found that each and 
every bond was of the rankest straw bail 
variety. Miller and Close had thoroughly 
informed themselves as to the real estate 
owned by Messrs. Burchell and Hall and 
their schedules were perfect. = i. 

Emboldened by his success in furnishing 
“straw bail,“ B. F. Close finally made a move 
that cost him his liberty for three years. 
He signed the name of A. 8. Hall to a trust 
deed and bond for $15,000. Mr. Niblack of 
the Chicago Title and Trust company har- 
pened to be acquainted with Mr. Hall, and 
when the trust deed fell into his hands he 
knew the signature was a forgery. Close 
was arrested and subsequently convicted 
and sent to the Joliet Penitentiary for three 
years. 

Since then Miller has been keeping out of 
sight of the authorities. He ventured upon 
the streets yesterday and was caught. 

State’s-Attorney Kern has the affidavits of 
both Messrs. Burchell and Hall to the effect 
that they never signed any of the bonds 
which bear their names. Mr. Hall moved 
from Chicago to Hays City, Kas., in 1891. 
and later to Toledo, O. Mr. Burchell has 
been a resident for years of Erie, Whiteside 
County, III. 

New Scheme Failed. 

Another alleged attempt to givea “straw 
bond” was nipped in the bud by Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Bottum yesterday after- 
noon, and if his suspicions are verified today 
two more persons will be brought before 
Judge Payne accused of perjury. 

At 8 o’clock a well-dressed woman anda 
man entered! Clerk of the Criminal Court 
Magerstadt’s office and signified their in- 
tention of signing a bond for Jessie, alias 
Josie, Vernon, held in the County Jail under 
a bond ot $2,000 on a charge ot larceny. The 
man gave his name as John McCormick, No. 
180 Dearborn street. He scheduled Lots 12 
to,20 and 29 to 37 in Langley’s subdivision 
to Chicago, located between One Hundred 
and Tenth and One Hundred and Eleventh 
streets on Colfax avenue. The woman 
gave her name as Mollie Phelps, No. 43 
Bryant place, and scheduled the premises at 
No. 29 Fairfield avenue, described as Lot 8, 
Block 20, in Davis“ subdivision, worth 
$4,500. Both of the prospective bondsmen 
swore to the correctness of the schedules, 
and they were submitted to Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Bottum. 

Court bailiffs said they recognized in Mol- 
lie Phelps, Minnie Williams, who served a 
year in the penitentiary for the robbery of 
Dr. Blackburn of St. Paul, Minn., in a door- 
way in Wabash avenue in September, 1893. 
When Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum 
heard this he refused to approve the bonds.

BDF TALK GOES ON. 


STOCK IS HELD UP BY THE RUMORS 
OF REORGANIZATION, 


Attorney-General Moloney Returns from 
New York with the Statement He Has 
Given Assent to the Plans Is Untrue— 
Lake Street Is the Active Stock on the 
Local Markei—West Chicago Shows a 
Tendency to Weakness—Gold Shipments 
from New York Thought to Be at an End. 

Chicago Gas continues to be active at the 
New York stock market. The rumors which 
have been current regarding a new plan 
of consolidation which would meet the ob- 
jections which have n raised by Attor- 
ney-General Moloney continue to be circu- 
lated. They are unofficially corroborated by 
men who are supposed to be on the inside 
in Chicago Gas matters and officially de- 
nied by some of the officers. The stock went 
up again yesterday to 71% from an opening at 

6914 and there was an active demand for it. 

Attorney-General Moloney has returned 

from New York and he denies absolutely 

the report that the proposed consolidation 
had been presented to him and had met with 
his approval. He announces that the taking 
of testimony before Master in Chancery 

Waite in the gas trust litigation will prob- 

ably be completed this week. In reply tothe 

question as to the truth of the rumor of his 
having given consent to a plan of reergani- 


zation Mr. Moloney said: 

“T have-heard nothing from the gas com- 
panies recently, and so far as the officers 
having decided on a plan for reorganization 
with my consent there is absolutely no truth 
in it. So far as I know theré has been no 
change in the position or intentions of the 
gas companies.” 

The directors of the company who are in 
Chicago say they know nothing about the 
proposed plans. Judge Campbell, counsel 
for the gas companies, is noW in New York,’ 
and J. W. Doane, one of the directors, says 
it is possible he, with the lawyers in New 
York, is evolving a plan for submission to 


the board. 

Vague details of the reported plan which 
leaked out make it appear that the Fidelity 
Insurance Trust and Safe Deposit company 
of Philadelphia had found a way so to do, 
and had agreed to surrender the trust under 
which it ho ds the stocks and bonds of the 
seven constituent Chica 0 companies as a 
basis for its issue of $25,000.000 of trust 
certificates known on the New York Stock 


Exchange as Chicago Gas. 

Just what is to take the place of those cer- 
tificates and how the companies are to be 
tied up practically as cuntributors to the div- 
idends on one security wa: not stated. It was 
said, however, the consolidation would be ef. 
fected in conformiiy with the Illinois law. 

Large owners of Chicago Gas are satisfied 
with the course of the stock during the last 
few days. It is feported Roswell P. Flow- 
er’s brokers have been large purchasers of 
Chicago Gas, and in an interview the ex- 
Governor said: “It is nota question with us 
what Wall street thinks of gas or tries to do 
with it. We have bought it for better than 
100 and are satisfied that it will go there 
and that it will disappear from Wall street 
exactly as every other first-class gas stock 
has dis appeared.“ A telegram received by 
Edward L. Brewster & Co. from New York 
vesterday had this to say about Chicago 
Gas: 

“Other people identified with the new or- 
der in Chicago Gas say that the reorganiza- 
tion plan will be exceedingly simple, will 
not involve foreclosure of the various mort- 
gages, and although bears on the stock may 
try to prevent the consolidation nothing 
can prevent the carrying out of the present 
plan, which is simple but perfect. When 
the facts are made public it will be clear to 
every one that Illinois laws have been com- 
plied with in every respect. Chicago gas 
companies control the output of gas in the 
second largest city in the Unton and there 
is never any trouble about collecting gas 
bills, except as the City of Chicago post- 
pones payment because of its bad mone- 
tary system. Just as soon as the companies 
are consolidated into one company dividends 
can be paid and maintained with a large 
margin of profit over even 6 per cent divi- 
dends, now that the days of paying for pro- 
tection which did not protect are gone for- 
ever. It is probable that the plan will be 
announced this week, with the Central Trust 
company named as the depository for the 
Fidelity Trust receipts, and the only incon- 
venience which the holders of the present 
receipts will be put to will be the depositing 
and taking of the trust company’s receipts 
to be followed soon by the delivery of the 
new stock. People who have been right on 
the stock think it will cross 75 this week 
and perhaps 80. A considerable short inter- 
est was created in the stock the latter part 
of last week.“ 

Lake Street continues to be the active 
stock on the local Stock Exchange. Sales were 
heavy yesterday, opening at 24, from which 
it declined K. afterwards going up to 24%, 
and closing at 241%. The opening of the ex- 
tension on Lake street Sunday was the only 
apparent excuse for the strength shown in 
the market. Those who are supposed to be 
on the inside continue to talk 30 for Lake 
Street. They say the running of trains into 
the retail business district will add ma- 
terially to the traffic of the line and that the 
earnings of the road will justify the prices 
which are now being: paid and any increase 
that is likely to come in the near future. 
West Chicago was in little demand. It 
opened at 1264, easing off during the day, 
and closing at 125%. 

Brewery stocks were reasonably active 
during the day. Chicago Brewing and Malt- 
ing preferred sold at 32%. Reports from 
Kansas City are to the effect that the agree- 
ment between the brewers there, which ex- 
pires March 3, will be renewed. This agree- 
ment was entered into five years ago after 
a long war had been fought between rival 
brewers. Under this agreement a brewer 
who took another brewer's customers was 
compelled to first pay the amount of the 
customer’s indebtedness and then $2 for each 
barrel he might sell the customer. A meet- 
ing was held in Kansas City last week and 
another one is to be held this week to dis- 
cuss the advisability of continuing the agree- 
ment. Some of the brewers wish to have it 
end with the expiration of the present agree- 
ment, while others are in favor of continuing 
it. The receivers for ler & Burgweiger and 
the Weston Brewery announce they will not 
renew their part of the agreement, on the 
ground that it is unlawful. Unless this 
agreement should be renewed it will leave the 
field open to outside competition, and a cut 
in prices is expected, The agreement among 
the brewers in Chicago seems as far off as 
it was three months ago. Those who are 
out of it announce that they will not come in 
and that they are as ready to fight as ever. 
Others say, however, that an end of the pres- 
ent fight is in sight and that the price of 
beer will go up. 

Exchange was a little weaker at the close 
yesterday than it was Saturday, but not 
enough to affect the quotations. From New 
York U is reported Lazard Freres, as well as 
Crossman & Co, intended early last week 
to ship gold by Saturday’s steamers and 
sold their bills in anticipation of it. As the 
weck wore on they found they could buy 
their bills cheaper than shipping gold, 
especially in view of the fact that only light- 
weight coin was at thelr disposal. As a re- 
sult of this the last exchange which had been 
sold earlier in the week was covered by Friday 
and this is given as being the real reason for 
the strength developed that day. There is 
now promise of sufficient commercial bills 
in sight to supply tmmediate demands, and 
this is the reason as announced by Lazard 
Freres for their confidence that gold ship- 
ments are probably over for the present at 
least. This statement is concurred in by 
other shippers of gold, who also say in their 
judgment there will be enough bills in sight 
to prevent gold shipments. Quotations for

No sooner did the Mayor get back to the 

ity Monday than he was caught by the re- 
porters and pumped as to what he thought 
of the strife over the control of the County 
Central committee.

DISCRIMINATING AGAINST CHICAGO. 

Tus TRIBUN® has called attention several 
times to the fact that the railroads south of 
the Ohio River have for many years past 

greatly discriminated against Chicago busi- 
ness in comparison with New York and 
neighboring cities. The excuse for this dis- 
crimination is stated by a railroad official to 
be that the merchants of New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore have the advantage 
of shipment over lines which compete with 
ocean steamers, and therefore are obliged 
to name lower figures for freight service 
than content the managers of lines that lie 
far inland. The Southern railway company 
ratifies all over the South from Washing- 
„ton and Richmond, and also controls the 


‘} Georgia Central railroad, which owns sev- 


eral lines of coast steamers. The all-rail 
line of the Southern railroad company moets 
its own steamship competition,“ and makes 
rates to interior Southern cities “which the 
Northern lines cannot touch.” The list of 
interior points not only includes such cities 
as Augusta and Atlanta, but places as far 
inland as the Mississippi River and even be- 
yond it. Meanwhile the company ignores 
the long and short haul clause on local busi- 
ness, for which it keeps up high rates, claim- 
ing exemption from the law on account of its 
own water competition. 

The suit now pending in the United States 
Court in Cincinnati is on appeal 
from the decision by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission to the effect 
that the Southern all-rail lines might 
meet the ocean competition to seaboard 
points without applying the long-and-short- 
haul rule, but that for interior points they 
could not claim exemption from the re- 
quirements of that rule. It is thought prob- 
able the case will be decided within a month 
or two hence, but it is supposed by some 
to be exceedingly doubtful if this section of 
the country would be much benefited by a 
decision sustaining the ruling of the com- 
mission. It is said the steamship lines 
from New York to.Southern ports would 
continue to take business at such low rates 
that merchandise could be distribüted from 
the latter to interior points at rates with 


which lines from Chicago would not com- 


pete. For instance, the distance from Sa- 
vannah to Atlanta is one-fifth less than that 
from Chicago to. Cincinnati, and if freight 
rates were equal for these two hauls it 


{ still would be necessary to transport the 
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solved by a i of the letter published 
on the seventh page of yesterday’s TRIBUNE. 
The writer was asked to pay $264 for the 
freight on a carload of goods over about 
800 miles of line, which included the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, while he was able to ship 
the same qfantity of the same kind of goods 
a distance of 2,000 miles over the Union Pa- 
cific for $191. The writer found he could 
ship the goods from Chicago via New York 
to Columbia, a distance of 1,700 miles, for 
just half the $264 demanded for carrying 
them less than half the distance when that 
less than half included the Louisville and 
Nashville. The managers of the line last 
named would have some reason on their side 
to complain if ordered to carry freight at 
rates less than those charged by many other 
roads for the same amount of service. But 
that is not the case. On the contrary, they 
and the managers of other lines associated 
with them are demanding too much, a great 
deal more than the service is worth. They 


ought to be brought to time and forced to 


offer to do the business of the public on rea- 


sonable terms, whether that would help Chi- 


cago merchants or not. 


WHAT DR. HIRSCH FAILED TO SAY. 

At the Hopkins banquet the Rev. Dr. 
Hirsch was called on to take the place of ex- 
Judge Moran, who was “unavoidably ab- 
sent,“ and speak to the toast, Lessons of 
European Travel.“ In the course of his re- 
marks he said that “Europeans have no Mr. 
Roosevelt to club people into temperance 
and into morality.” At this point he was in- 
terrupted by the tempestuous cheering of 
the Democratic machine men present. This 
so confused the orator that he lost the 
thread of his discourse. He intended doubt- 
less to explain to his fellow-banqueters how 
it came to pass that Roosevelt was able to 
club men into temperance and morality” 
in the great Democratic City of New York, 
where those virtues have not been cultivated 
in the past. 

But for that untimely applause, which 
seemed to rattle him, Dr. Hirsch would cer- 
tainly have gone on to explain or state the 
remainder of the story—viz.: That a few 
years ago, at the demand of the Tammany 
wing of the New York Democracy, a Demo- 
cratic Legislature passed and Gov. Hill 
signed a law forbidding the sale or giving 
away of intoxicating liquors on the first day 
of the week, commonly called Sunday. Tam- 
many asked for such a law that it might 
make the 7,000 saloonkeepers of the city its 
serfs; that it might blackmail them for ths 
personal benefit of the Tammany bosses, 
tax them for party services, and secure 
their solid and active support at the polls on 
election day. 

These things were done as Dr. Hirsch 
would have explained had he not been con- 
fused by the noise. And he might further 
have explained that from the policeman on 
the beat to the Tammany chief boss every 
‘brave’ drew the blood of the liquor sellers. 
If any of them refused to pay tribute, or if 
he did not assist in rolling up abnormal 
Democratic majorities in his precinct by 
drumming up illegal aliens for naturaliza- 
tion and running in the votes of repeaters, 
or by driving from the polls Republicans 
who were entitled to vote, the Sunday law 


was enforced vigorously against him, and he 


was arrested and punished for violating it 
in the name of temperance and morality.” 

While Tammany was using this Sunday dry 
law which it had passed to extort blackmail 
and get corrupt partisan service, Democrats 
generally spoke of it as great moral and tem- 
perance legislation, and bragged of the su- 
perior virtue and morality of their party, 
which had put on the statute books a law to 
prevent the sale of liquor Sunday in the great 
City of New York, 

Then Dr. Hirsch, continuing, would have 
said that last fall there was a great reform 
movement in the city—a tidal wave of moral- 
ity whieh drove Tammany out of power. 
That reform uprising, with which Dr. Hirsch 
sympathizes, made Mr. Roosevelt a Police 
Commissioner. Having taken an oath to 
enforce the laws of the city, he discov- 
ered this Sunday liquor law, passed at 
the request of Tammany, and signed by 
Gov. Hill, Democrat, so it might club the 
saloonkeepers into doing its dirty party 
work and blackmail them besides in consid- 
eration of permission to violate that law 
Sunday by selling liquor. 

Roosevelt proceeded, Dr. Hirsch would or 
should have said, to enforce this Demo- 
craticlaw against all saloonkeepers, whether 
Tammany or anti-Tammany, and at the 
same time stopped police blackmailing 
them for immunity. All at once there was a 
great howl from Tammany about “‘viola- 
tfons of personal liberty.“ The chiefs sud- 
denly quit posing as special friends of a 
Christian Sunday law, and now clamor for 
the repeal of theirown measure. They were 
forced to confess that they had been playing 
tho part of rascally hypocrites in the past. 

Perhaps one reason Roosevelt had for en- 
forcing the law was to force these wretched, 
Janus-faced demagOgues to show them- 
selves in their true colors. 

This would have been Dr. Hirsch's truth- 
ful explanation, undoubtedly, of the Roose- 
velt phenomenon had he not been diverted 
from the thread of his remarks by the noise 
and confusion caused by the Tammany ele- 
ment cémposing most of his auditors. 


CASTILLO’S BARBAROUS PROCLAMATION. 

The recent proclamation issued by Sejfior 
Canovas del Castillo, Prime Minister of 
Spain, under the terms of which those 
Cubans who cannot be driven out of Cuba 
will be put to death, shows that the policy 
of Spain is a war of extermination, and fur- 
nishes another reason why not oniy this 
country but the whole civilized world should 
enter its protest against this kind of sav- 
agery on the part of a professed Christian 
nation, and concede to the insurgents com- 
plete belligerent rights. The official policy, 
as announced by the Spanish Premier, is 
either the banishment or the death of the 
Cuban patriots. That this is the policy of 
the Spanish people also is demonstrated by 
the fact that repeated acts of cruelty, not 
permitted by the rules of modern warfare, 
have caused no protest except upon the part 
of Martinez Campos himself, who does not 
approve such a policy and who has more 
than once warned Spain, though his warn- 
ings have passed unheeded. 

The man who has issued this policy has al- 
most absolute powers of life and death in his 
hands. He @id not adopt it until it had re- 
ceived the sanction of the Spanish Govern- 
ment, and the Spanish army in Cuba was 


supposed to be strong enough to carry it 


into effect. By those who know him best 
he is reported to be a stanch believer in the 


Bas 


ee upon the people of a country al- 


most within gunshot of our own and with 
whom the great majority of our own people 
have the strongest sympathy? Can it do so 
without virtually indorsing, the Dark Age 
methods of cruelty and becoming particeps 
criminis? There can be but one reply to 
this infamous policy by the Cuban patriots. 
It can have no other result than to extend 
the area of revolution and make the insur- 
gents more resolved than ever to fight on 
to the bitter end, even if it means extermi- 
nation, rather than submit to the Spanish 
yoke any longer. To this official program 
of cruelty and butchery this country shouid 
make a prompt reply in the name of equity, 
‘justice, and humanity. It should enter a 
clear and unmistakable protest against Cac- 
tillo's methods, and it should assure to the 
Cuban insurgents ti completest extent of 
belligereht rights possible under the terms 
of international law. Why should this gov- 
ernment wait any longer? The Cubans have 
satisfied all the conditions necessary for 
such recognition. They have an army, a sea- 
port, and a provisional government; they 
hold possession of a large part of the isl- 
land, and they have so successfully defied 
the military and naval power of Spain for 
many months that even the Spanish General 
commanding expresses a doubt whether 
they can be overcome. Spain recognized the 
belligerent rights of the Southern Confeder- 
ates within forty days of the outbreak of our 
civil war and before the North had put forth 
any of its real fighting strength. Why do 
we wait any longer? Can it be possible that 
the great and powerful Government of the 
United States will sit quietly by and see this 
people fighting for liberty, which is as dear 
to them as it is to us, crushed out and butcr- 
ered, bahished and exterminated, by the 
Spanish oppressor? Is it not time to say to 
Spain, “Take your flag out of Cuba and 
give the pegple their liberty’’? 


CAUSE OF THE WEATHER CHANGE. 

The weather map for yesterday morning 
showed an area of low barometric pressure 
to the northwest from Montreal and one of 
high pressure southwest from Kansas City. 
Previous to Sunday the area of low“ had 
been west of the meridian of Chicago, and its 
progress from west to east is stated by the 
officials to have been a large part of the 
cause for the welcome change that came 
over this part of the world near the close of 
last week and the beginning of this. The 
fact which retarded it for so long, 
keeping us at sweltering heat for 
weeks, is said to have been an ex- 
tended area’ of high pressure which cov- 
ered the eastern half of the United States, 
with its center over the South Atlantic 
States. 

The philosophy of the change may be 
stated briefly for the information of the 
many who do not understandit. The wind 
always blows around an area of low ba- 
rometric pressure, and the wind partakes of 
the character of the surface over which it 
moves. In the north temperate zone the 
movement of the wind around the central 
area of low is in the opposite direction to 
that of the hands of a watch which lies with 
its face upward. The air all around the low 
area tends to rush directly towards it, to re- 
store the equilibrium of pressure. But 
owing to the fact of the earth's rotation the 
air coming from the south has a greater 
eastward velocity, and therefore passes in 
advance of the low area, while for a similar 
reason that coming from farther north than 
the low area passes behind it, because of a 
slower easterly motion. Hence, when ar. 
area of low barometer is to the west of us 
we have winds coming from the southern 
quarter. They come from areas that are 
warmer than ours, and if the movement 
from that quarter be long continued, as was 
the case during the first three weeks of this 
month, the prevailing winds come from a 
lotig 'way south. They not only are hot, but 
carry a great deal of water in suspension as 
vapor, which becomes a source of greatcr 
sensible heat when the capacity of the mov- 
ing air for sustaining moisture is lessened 
by a change of temperature due to travel 
northwards. There also is a tendency of the 
wini to blow in the same direction that the 
hands of a watch move around an area of 
high barometer, which brings us winds from 
the south when that area is east of us. 

The intense heat due to these conditions 
departed when the area of low barometer 
that was over Lake Superior Sunday passed 
to the east of our meridian on its way to 
Montreal and beyond that city The tend- 
ency of the wind in this part of man ba gre 
States then was to blow from the north ir- 
stead of from the south. We were too far 
away from the low area to have the real 
chilly temperature due to a great quantity 
of wind from the north, and in a few hours 
the air in this region was comparatively 
still, so that we had rather the genial tem- 
perature befitting the season than a violent 
contrast with the intense heats that preceded 
the change. This fact, again, is a very un- 
usual one. It is seldom that such heats are 
broken up without severe storm movements, 
and those storms were experienced in places 
less favorably situated than this with re- 
spect to the area of lowest barometric pres- 
sure. 

The patience and endurance of the people 
of Chicago and vicinity have been sorely 
tried by the September hot wave, but they 
suffered far less than did those of most other 
places in the United States, where tempera- 
tures of 100 degrees or thereabouts were 
common, while here the mercury did not 
rise above 90 for more than a few minutes 
at each of a very few times. For each and 
all the summer now ended was such an 
extraordinary one that they have reason to 
hope it will be many years before we have 
another like it for steady intensity of heat 
that wilts the average human frame to an 
extent suggesting Artemus Ward's descrip- 
tion ‘of his feelings during a spell of sea- 
sickness. He wrote that he felt “like a 
couple of yards of boiled rag trying to stand 
on end. T 


INELIGIBLE PRIMARY ELECTION JUDGES

At this point Inspector Schaack notified 
the alien blatherskite he could go no further 
in that line of talk, and he slunk off. Capt. 
Schuettler said afterwards: “I had half a 
notion to knock the big loafer over the rail.” 
If he had done so it would have been an ex- 
cess of duty for which he would easily have 
been forgiven. 

In another part of his harangue the incen- 
diary alien, speaking of the right of free 
speech, said: As long as you have govern- 
ment it will be impossible to have liberty. 
Liberty with government is a farce.’ It 
may be replied for his information that we 
have all the liberty in this country that an 
enormous majority of the people have al- 
ways desired. There has never been any 
complaint among good citizens as to liberty 
of speech. It is only the gross abuse of lib- 
erty of speech for the purpose of inciting 
crime and treason and urging others ‘‘to 
throttle the law’’ which is denied in the 
United States. 

For the further information of this vicious 
blatherskite it-may be said that we have 
never promised or agreed that incendiary 
aliens, having no intention to become citi- 
zens, may abuse the liberty of speech to in- 
cite riots and cause outbreaks. There is 
nothing in the Federal Constitution or stat- 
utes nor in the laws of any State that holds 
out encouragement and protection for that 
class of scoundrels. It has never been enact- 
ed in any law in any part of this Union that 
aliéns may come to this country for the pur- 
pose of urging assaults against the rights 
of persons or property, or of raising the red 
flag of murder and incendiarism. There is 
no lenity for them nor any freedom for that 
kind of free speech. Our free speech is for 
American citizens or for foreigners who in- 
tend to become American citizens and have 
declared they will obey the laws and are at- 
tached to the principles of the Constitution. 
Prowlers like Mowbray are not under our 
segis of free speech to incite murder, riot, re- 
bellion, and chaos under their red flag. Such 
fellows are not here for lawful purposes, 
but only to make mischief and cause murder. 

After such a harangue as he attempted to 
make he could not become a naturalized 
American citizen if he wanted to, because 
he could not swear, without committing per- 
jury, that he was attached to the principles 
of the Constitution, the supremacy of the 
laws of this country, and. to the good order 
and happiness of the people. Fellows like 
him, who come here with torch in one hand 
and dynamite in the other and tourge dupes 
to do the murderous work which he acknowl- 
edges he is too cowardly to do himself, are of 
the panther and hyena breed of wild beasts, 
outside the pale of all laws. What right had 
he to claim the protection of laws which itis 
his avowed purpose to destroy? He preaches 
the doctrine of down with all governments, 
ours included. Mowbray should be glad 
that he got off as easily as he did. He should 
have been arrested on the spot and sent to 
the bridewell, and when his term expired 
should have been notified to clear out of the 
country or he would get something worse.

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DEATH OF 8. CORNING JUDD. 

The death of 8. Corning Judd Sunday last 
was not unexpected. He had been an in- 
valid for a considerable time, having con- 
tracted his ailment, as he always believed, 
in the Federal Building of this city, whose 
unhealthy conditions have endangered or un- 
dermined the health of many others. And 
yet Mr. Judd had so perfectly retained his 
faculties, his ambitions were so strong, and 
he kept such a prominent place in the pass- 
ing show of the world that his death after 
all seems sudden. His demise closes a life 
of duty well done, and Chicago loses one of 
its most eminent citizens. 

Mr. Judd's earlier life was spent in the 
practice of the law and in the editorial con- 
duct of newspapers in the State of New York. 
He had already made a name in his profes- 
sion and also in the political world,when he 
came to Chicago in 1873. He had been here 
four years previously as Chancellor of the 
Episcopal Diocesan Convention to take 
charge of the famous Cheney case, which led 
up to the organization of the Reformed 
Episcopal Church, for he was specially 
learned in the canon law of the church. 
During that time he recognized ‘the oppor- 
tunities of Chicago and removed here. From 
1873 to 1885 he practiced law here and in the 
latter year was made Postmaster by Mr. 
Cleveland. He held the position two years 
and a half and then resigned on account of ill- 
health, Mr. Newberry succeeding. He had 
always held a prominent place in Democrat- 
ic politics, having been a memiber of the Na- 
tional committee of that party from Illinois 
and at one time candidate for the Lieuten- 
ant-Governorship. For nearly ten years he 
had been incapacitated from@¢aking an act- 
ive part in public life, but his personal 
activity and ambition were so great that he 
kept in touch with public events, and to the 
end retained his interest in all that was go- 
ing on about him.

They have proved themselves an in- 
dustrious people, and it they had understood 
the language when they arrived they would 
have advanced much faster. They began 
at the bottom of the ladder and are working 
up. They live economically, mind their own 
business, have no disputes except with each 
other, are not Anarchists, cost the city noth- 
ing for poliee protection, and rarely foment 
labor “wars,” have no prejudices against the 
natives of this country, and are law-abiding. 

The Italians are also quick to take ad- 
vantage of the free school system offered 
them, and as their children learn the lan- 
guage and acquire the fundamentals of an 
American education they advance so rapidly 
it is safe to assert that in one generation 
more those who came here under 10 years of 
age and those born here will not be dis- 
tinguishable from Americans except by com- 
plexion. They will push forward into other 
lines of business. There is no question that 
they will be found in the preferred vocations, 
such as clerks, accountants, and in positions 
of trust, and will rapidly become an impor- 
tant and influential factor in American so- 
ciety and business. Such are the people who 
marched Sunday, and who, although they 
are all Catholics in religious faith, rejoiced 
that their fatherland Was politically free 
and that temporal power had not been given 
again to the Pope.

Ir the people of the United States had 
possessed facilities for directly converting 
heat into electricity and storing it for use 
when wanted the last few weeks would have 
given them: an immense accumulation of 
power for use in different mechanical opera- 
tions. True, the heat has not all gone to 
waste. A vast amount of it has been util- 
ized in maturing the corn crop, with the 
probable result that a larger quantity of that 
cereal will be ready for safe transportation 
during the next three months than ever be- 
fore. But what a grand thing it would be 
if the surplus heat were gathered up into 
reservoirs of force to be used in cooler 
weather! What a tremendous advantage 
over present conditions would be afforded by 
the discovery of some appliance that would 
act on the principle of the flywheel of the 
steam engine, taking up the force when in 
excess and tiding it over into times of rela- 
tive deficiency! If that could be done for 
seasons of several months, instead of only 
for shorter periods measured by seconds or 
minutes, we might be rendered independent 
of sources of artificial heat and let the coal- 
beds alone. It is not impossible that man yet 
will be able to do this, for nature has been 
dcing it through countless ages before his 
eyes and showi him how, if he had but 
sense enough to learn the lesson. The ripen- 
ing of the cereals and fruitsin warm weath- 
er to serve as food all through the year is a 
familiar example, and one less regular but 
equally methodical is the greater summer 
evaporation of water into the clouds. We 
have only to find appropriate means for stor- 
age and the sunlight will do the rest. 


Tue Superintendent of the Mint at Phila- 
delphia has been interviewed in regard to 
a recent order made on the mint for the coin- 
age of double eagles. He denies that the 
order has any connection with the export 
movement of gold, and says it cannot have 
any significance ih that direction, because 
exporters prefer to have the gold in bars. 
But he makes the very interesting state- 
ment that the double eagles are principally 
wanted for use in paying Southern cotton 
planters for their crops. He says: “A pe- 
culiarity of the planters is that they insist 
upon being paid in gold.” So it seenis the 
people who have something to sell have little 
practical sympathy with the yell that has 
been set up in some places for cheap money, 
and for silver because of the belief it would 
be a cheaper money than gold if free coin- 
age were adopted. The cotton planters of 
the South know that the gold coins are in- 
trinsically worth the amount named on the 
face of the coin, and they prefer that kind of 
money. They probably have little fear that 
the free silver craze will prevail, but they 
want to be on the safe side, knowing that in 
the event of the gold standard being aban- 
doned for the silver one the holder of silver 
dollars would not be able to buy with them 
more than half as much as he could buy with 
the same number of dollars in gold. 


In 1833 there were estimated to be about 
200 inhabitants in the unorganized Village 
of Chicago; 28 votes were cast in favor of its 
organization. Settlers then began to pour 
in by lake. The proposed canal to connect 
Lake Michigan with the Illinois River at 
the point where some navigation began— 
say at La Salle—gave the small settlement 
at the mouth of the Chicago bayou a great 
impetus; so much so that three years later, 
1836, steps were taken to organize a city gov- 
ernment for the growing village.

The Salisbury Diamond. 

In all the annals of precious stones there 
is, perhaps, nothing to surpass in wonder the 
Story of the “Salisbury Diamond,” now in 
the possession of Messrs. Streeter & Co., 
Limited, of Old Bond street, London. As 
the result of a good turn“ done in years 
gone by, this extraordinary stone was re- 
cently brought from South Africa and placed 
in the hands of Mr. Streeter during the very 
week when the triumph of the Unionist 
victory was at its height. The diamond, 
which is in its natural uncut state, and about 
i% inches in length, resembles in shape a 
man’s head, this being the first time on 
record of such a form being found, though 
many other shapes, such as those of every 
one of the Masonic symbols, are known to 
exist in rough diamonds. But the most mar- 
velous part of the story is yet to come. On 
first seeing the stone Mr. G. Espic J. Man- 
hers, one of the directors of Streeter & Co., 
who is intimately acquainted with Lord Sal- 
isbury, was immediately struck by the 
wonderful resemblance of the head to that 
of the Prime Minister. The diamond was 
then taken to Hatfleld, where the likeness 
was at once recognized by Lord Salisbury’s 
family. In reply to a proposal that it should 
be called the Salisbury diamond, the follow- 
ing is an extract from a letter written by 
Lady Salisbury to the company on July 26: 
Thank the directors for their kind sugges- 
tion. It is indeed a wonderful stone, anu we 
are much flattered at your suggestion that 
it should be called the ‘Salisbury Diamond.“ 
As such it will therefore be handed down to 
posterity, and any one who sees it can hardly 
fail to be struck with the appropriateness 
of the name, as may be judged from the illus- 
tration we append. The tep part of the 
stone to give some idea of its proportions— 
forming the massive forehead, would cut 
into a very fine brilliant of some thirty 
carats; the lower part, forming the chin, is 
much thinner, and would only cut into a rose 
diamond, which, it is hardly necessary to 
observe, is but the fiftieth part of the value 
of a brilliant. Line for line, the contour of 
the features is correct, and there are natural 
markings which may be taken to indicate 
the positioh of the eye, the beard, and the 
hair. A scheme is on foot, in which all good 
Conservatives are invited to join, for pre- 
senting the diamond to Lord Salisbury. All 
subscribers of £5 will be presented with a 
memento of the occasion in the shape of a 
beautiful ‘‘Unionist’”’ brooch, consisting of a 
gold U, encircling the rose, shamrock, and 
thistle, with the date of the year and the 
number of the Conservative majority in en- 
amel.—The London Queen.
